have theſe words underſtood of the Church Mili- 


tant :: But Icould produce: a Cloudrot Witneſles to 
make good his Words,. who tells us1t 18 notimagin-- 
able that any Company. of Men, any Congregation 
of Saints, ſhould cyer be found on Earth of fo un- 
mixt a Purity, and ſo exact Perfection as is bees >= j 
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ſcribed. The words then muft be underſtood of 
the Church Trramphant, as clearly appears front the 
2d. ver. of this Chapter, which teſtifies, That the 
Throne about which the Seats of theſe Elders ſtood, 
was fixed not on Earth, but in Heaven. And rouxd a- 
bout the Throne were four and twenty Seats, &C. 

From what hath been ſaid, you ſee my Textisa 
true Facobs Ladder,on which our Souls in their Medi- 
cations may aſcend from Earth to Heaven,  - 

And in this Ladder I ſhall remark to you five moſt 
beautiful Rounds, orStaves, which in plainer Terms 
I would call the Parts of the Text. Firſt, The tranſcen- 
dent Excellency of thoſe Places in which the Saints 
were made Conſpicuous to- St. Fohn, 24 Seats. 
2dly, The Tranſcendent Dignity of the Perſons upon 
thoſe Seats, they were Elders. 3dly Their Poſture, 


' they were ſitting ; the Saints of God were repreſent- 


cd to'St. Fohn1nithe ſame poſture our Creed deſcribes 
the Blefled Jeſus; fitting 1n Heayen, to expreſs their 
permanent, perpetual, and unalterable Reſt ; they 
arcat Quiet, they are-at Eafe, without Moleſtation, 
without Trouble, and that to all Eternity. 4. Their 
Veſture, clothed' in White: Whence we note, that

umporting that the greateſt Men, Kings on Earth, 
can have no greater Glory than to be Saints in Hea- 
ven ; And Saints on'Earth, ſhall have ſo much Glory 
as to be Kings in Heaven. And being met to Cele- 
b:ate the Funeral of a Perſon,- Great Indeed; Great 
in his Deſcent, Great in his Worth, Great in the' Fa- 


- vour of his Prince, and (whatis belt of all) Great 


in the Fayour of God. | 

I ſhall not doubt with all your Approbations to 
determine his Earthly Coronet 1s changed into an 
Heavenly Crown, and fo the Text and the Occaſion 
wall friendly conclude alike, 
' Fromthe firſt General of the Text, the. Tranſcen- 
dent Excellency of thoſe Places in which the Saints 
were made Confſpicuous to St. Fohr, I muſt dgnote.

ſhall be given us for this? To” whom our Saviour 
makes Reply,ver- 28. Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, that 


ye who have followed mein the Regeneration,when the Son 


of Man ſhall ſit-in the Throne of his Glory, you alſo ſhall 
fit upon Thrones, Oh the Iigh Dignation of God ! 
and oh the. high Dignity of Man ! Men are adyanced 
to Thrones, and that with God in Heaven ; what. 
Imperial Majeſty. like this ? But to come cloſer, theſe 
Thrones or Seats were about the Throne, of whom ?. 
of the Bleſſed Jeſus certainly, who 1s ſtiled in the. 
Book of Wiſdom Copartner with his Father 1n his, 
Throne of Glory, and fo 1s the. Holy: Ghoſt; the 
Glory of theſe three is equal, the Majelty Cocternal, 
the Godhead all one and the ſame, and therefore, the . 
Throne upon which they are here repreſented, is bur 
ane alſo, Well therefore was that Portion of Scrip-. * 

ture choſen by. our.Church tor the Epiſtle on Trinz-, 

ty Sunday, but of the three Chriſt is chiefly, 'fay the. 

moſt Orthodox Interpreters, intended in the Repre- - 
ſeatation; and therefore it follows .1n the. 3d er. 
That he which ſat on the Throne: was to look upon like a: 
Faſper and a Sardine Stone, and there went, a Rainbow . 
round about the Throne, in ſight like unto an Emrald : 

The Rainbow fairly emblematizech, the Reconcilia-. 
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needs glance uponall: Far Mathemarticians tell us, 


rion which Chriſt wrought with God for Man, be- 
ing at the firſt, placed .in the Clouds as a Sign of the 


Covenant of that Reconcihation: And it appeared 
here inſight like unto an Emrald, more tully to ex- 
plain that Chriſt was meant, in whom, and from 
whom, we have our Spiritual Life. The Emrald be- 
ing of a moſt comfortable Colour, and making all 
things look moſt freſh and lovely that areabour it, 
And all Divines I have met with, have diſcerned the 
Face of Chrifts Divinity in the Green and Laſting 


Colour of the Jaſper, and the Face of his Humanity, 


in the Sardine-ſtone, which is of a Fleſhly- hew and 
completion: All put together,ſhew thatit is Chriſt's 


Throne that gives Denominationto the other; and 


his ſitting upon that Throne, that makes the Saints 
ſo Glorious. Theother in thecircumference, deri- 


ved theirnamesand ſplendor fromthe Throne that 


ſtood inthe Center, and'thatleads me to the ſecond 
Circumſtance inthe firſt General of: the Text, their 


ſituation round about. The-Glorifhed Saints were 


made conſpicuous to St. Fobn fitting in Heaven, not 
ina ſquare nor angular, nor, as ſome contend it, ina 


ſemicircle, butina compleat and exact Circle,which 
of all others, is the moſt perfect and moſt capacious 


Figure, well tranſlated in-our Eng/ſb Round about: 
Round.abour the Throne 'of Chriſt; from whom 
Beams of Glory are'darred circumfercncially, and 
their Angleof Incidence being ſtraight and diretly 


level to-the Angle of Reflection, the Glory muſt 


that 
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that the Center is Perpendicular to every Point of the 
_—_—_— Chriſt's Throne is repreſented here 
inthe midſt of the other, as the Tabernacle of the 
Congregation theSymbol of God's Preſence among 
the Fews, ſet forward in their March (Betoke Hama- 
kanoth) in the midſt of the Camp. And the Pſalmift's 
ſaying, Promiſe unto the Lord and keep it all ye his 
Rounds, or all that are round about him, as we ren- 
der it, hath Relation, ſay Interpreters, to that En- 


_ camping of the Iſraelites in the Wilderneſs: And. 


hereto 1t 1s thought alſo, our Saviour alludes, where 
he pronuſeth, That when two or three are met together in 
his Name, he will be in the midſt of them. And where- 
ſocyer Chriſt 1s inthe midft, theſe that are round a- 
bout him muſt needs{hike the Woman that couched 
the Hem. of his Garment) draw Vertue from him. 
For as the Children's ſitting round about the Table, 

argues their mutual participation of their Father's 
Love; ſo the Saints fitting round about the Throne 
of Chriſt, proyes the Communication they haye in 

their Saviours Glory, with which they ſhine above. 
Shine ! Yes, and thatwith the ſame Glory that Chriſt 

lumfelf ſhines withal.. How, the ſame ?- Not by way 
of Reflection as the Stars borrow their Light of the 


- SUn, butin their Meaſure, with the ſame Eſſential 


Beams: Otherwiſe the Saints would beſo far from 
ſhining about Chriſt, that they muſt vaniſh, and dif- 
appear 1n hus Preſence as the Stars do-at therifing of 
the Sun... Again, I cannot bur obſerve, that this Glo- 
ry of Chrilt is communicated to the Saints glorified, 
| IR: 
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in adue Proportion, but not 1n-an equal Meaſure un- 
to all; though they all ſurround the Throne, Jen 
there 15 more than one Round about that Thro: 
There are higher and lower Rounds of Saints, as well 
asof Angels, in Heaven. Imagine ſeveral Veſlels of 
ſcyeral ſcantlings caſt into the Ocean, of which ſome 
hold a'Pint, fome'hold a Porde, ſorne hold a Gallon, 
they will all be! filled; but yer a reſp:&t muſt be had 


unto cach of their Gapacitics. Thus filled indeed are 


all the Saints in the Beatifical Viſion, bur it 1s in the 


Apoſtles Phraſe according tatlie-Meaſure of the Ful- 


neſs of which they arecapable :' And yet you believe, 


when both are in the Sea, it 1s as true Water that falls 
the Pint as that which fills the Pottle : No more 15 it a 


diflerent- Image which we ſtamp,on a-Penny from 


that, whichisftamp'd on aShulling;the Image of Cxſar 
1s on both,and may beapplyed by the meaneſt Logi- 
Clan to prove thatthere1s a True community of the 
ſame Glory, but ng Equality, which a good Biſhop 
once of this Dioceſs reports thus ; In Heaven there is 
one Life, one Felicity of all, but divers Meaſures. Our 
Heaven begms here on Earth; and even here, varics 
in Degrecs,one-Chriſtian enjoys God above another, 
as his Grace his Faith is more. And Heaven will be 
{txll ike it ſelf, not another above from this beneath : 
He that improved five Talents was more recompen- 
ſed, than he thatimproved but one, yet both reward- 
cd with their Maſters Joy. And why ſhould weincur 


the check our Saviour gayeto his Diſcip!cs, asking; 


Who ſhall be greateſt in the Kingdom of God ? _ all 
{trive 
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ſtrive to. getaPlace about the Throne ; What would 
we more than to be Happy? Though ſome may 
ſhine hike the Sun, .athers like the Moon, others like 
the Stars, and one Star may difter'from-another Star 
in Glory, yet all about the Throne ſhall ſhine, and 
that for ever and eycr: Nor, need any deſpair of 
Room in Heaven, of haying a Seat about the Throne, 
though the Text mentioneth but four a1d twenty, the 
Third Particular,or Circumſtance to be ſpoken to. 
Their Number twenty four : This isa finite and cer- 7 *%* 
tain Number, put for. ag uncertain and- infinite , 
which 15 moſt frequent in the Holy Scriptures, nor. 
was there need of mentioning more Seats than El- 
ders. Who theſe Elders were, and why no more, 
you will ſee by. and by : Iz my Fathers Houſe, fauh 
Chriſt, are many Manſions ; Many, how many;, Oh 
Bleſſed Jeſus? Nay, that no Tongue cantell, and 
therefore he expreſiech, them by a Word, indefinite, 
to.ſhew that they are Infinite... Gods Hand unto his 
Children 1s not ſcant, like Iſaac's, he hath more Bleſ- 
ſings1n ſtore than one: For the Welcome, recorded 
' by St. Matthew, 1s general toall, Come.ye Bleſſed of my 
Father, receive the Kingdom prepared for you; A King= 
dom larg cnough tor all,no tear of itraightneſs there; 
where St. Fobn whullt yetin the Spirit, beheld and ſaw 
a great Multitude, which no man conld number, of all Na- 
tions; and Kindreds, and People, and-Tougues; And of 
all theſe ſaith St. Paul, Whoſcever: Jhall call upon the 
Name of the Lord, ſball be ſaved : And of this Num- 
ber were the Elders in the Text, moſt certainly; which 
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naturally brings me to the Second General. 

The tranſcendent Dignity of the Perfons placed 
upon the Throne; They were Elders. Burt alas, their 
Naumber:was ſmall; they were but npenty four anſwer- 
able totheir Seats. T have read, That under this Num- 
_ ber St. Jerome wnderſtood the Fewifh Diuifion of the Old 
Teftament into twenty four Baoks : Others havethought 
here meant, 7he Diftribution ef the Sons of Aaron into 
twenty four Claſſes, by King David: Others ſay , That 
the Saints in Heaven, were repreſented here under the 
Form of the Governours in the earthly Jeruſalem, ancient- 
ly compoſed, as the Jews relate, of twenty four Refors or 
Heads of the twenty four Quarters or High Streets of the 
- City. But herein I wilkngly cloſe with Primafixs, That 
the: Catholick, Congregation of all Churches which iſue 
from the Uniting of Fews and Gentiles, when the whole 
Body, whereof Chrift is Head, fitly joyned together, and 
compatted by that which every Part ſupplyeth, ſhall have 
its Conſummation-im-Eternal- Bliſs and Glory,” is here ſet 
forth by the T wetve Patriarchs, the Founders of the Jewiſh, 
end the Twelve Apoſtles the Founders of the Chriſtian 
Church, 'in Robes of Purity, and with Crowns of Glory; 
They makingup ournumber of twenty four, by whom 
principally, and chiefly, the Saints of the whole 
World were converted. - And therefore being ſuch 
glorious Inſtruments, 1thath pleaſed rhe Holy Ghoſt 
to make them Repreſeatativesof the Church, which 
Chriſt bath redeemed unto God by tus Blood, out of 
every Kindred, and People, and Tongue, and Nation ; and 
placed about his Throneof Glory. And now theſe 

| - £ Repre- 
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Repreſentatives, are here ſtiled E/ders, Firlt, Nega- 
nycly, not in-refpect of Age, for there are no Gray 
Hars in Heaven; the Soul waxeth not old when in 
the Body; rhuch lefs when 1s Glory : No Elders 
m the Refurre&tion; Children that 'died 1n_ their 
Cradles, ſhall then ſtep over to Perfe&tion of Age, 
and old decrepid Bodies; be reſtored unto Strength 
and Vigour, bath made Perfect in the full meaſarc 
of the Stature of Chriſt, Young or Old, Maim'd or 
Perte& whulſt in the Body, at the Refurrechion, we 
ſhall all arife in che vigorous and flouriſhing Age 
which Chrift nmfelt arofe in, and that was abour- 
thirty three : We are told by fome, That all the An- 
gels that have appeared under both Teflaments, have ap- 
peared in ſuch an Age. And others fay , that this our 
Saviour meant, in that-ſaying of Is, 7 hat in the Re- 
ſurreFion, we ſball be like the Angels of God. But ſecond- 
ly, and poſitively, they are filed Elders 1n reſpe&t of 
their Dignity,to ſhew the Honourableand Venerable 
Eſtate oft the Saints in Heaven. Elders is a Title of Ho- 
nour, and hath been in all Nations and Languages, 
given unto Men Eminentin Place, both in Church 
and State. Thus the Repreſentatives of the Majeltick 
People in Old Rome, had the Name of Senators,winch 
ſignifies Elders. Thus the Judges of the great Jewiſh 
Sanhedrim were {tiled (Zekhenim) Elders. Nor doth 
that known Title of Aldermen, by which we digmfie 
the Governoursof our Metropolitan Fowns and Ci- 
ties bear any other ſignification, which in right Ors 
thography thould be El/dermen.. Nay Biſhops, and Su-

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acrintendants of the Chriſtian Church, are frequent-- 
I; in the New Teſtament expreſſed by:the Name of 
Elders too.But perhaps there is more-than an Expreſ-: 
fon of Dignity-aimed atinthis Tue of' Elders when' 


evcr applyed to. the Saintsin Heaven, even to'inti- 
mate who they arcthat ſhall haye aPlace there, (viz.) 


Such aswalkjn the good old Ways, and maintain the good 
old Truths of the Prophets and Apoftles.

there, archieved great Reputation in France, and was 
choſen to be on the Kings Side in the Days of Edward 
the 47h. atthe great 7urnament againſt the then Lord 
Chamberlain and others; and was ſent to conduct the 
 KingsSiſter, when ſhe was to be married to Charles 
Duke of Burgundy. 

' Why ſhould 1 name another Sir Fob! Paſton who 
was appointed, amongſt others, 'to recerye the Prin- - 
ceſs Catherine from Spain,afterwards marricd to King 
Henry the 8th. From which King. there is a Letter ot 
Thanks co be produced, 'to S1r William Paſtor, for his 
Carc in tus Preferyation of the Emperors Vice-Admu- 
ral, and other Matters of Courage and Prowels. 

I will but name Clement, the Son of Sir John Pa- 
ſton, who-being Captain ofa Ship 1n a War with 
France, brought' 'the French Admiral St. Blaukert 
home with Iim, and kept him Prifoncr at Caſtor, cill 
he ranfomed himſelf with feyen thouſand Crowns. 
- He was Pentioner tofour Kings and Queens, and in 
his dechning Years, built Oxzead-Houſe, and lived in 
 1t till Fourſcore years Old :- One of his Daughters 
was married to: Thomas Earl of Rutland Kr. of the 
Garter. This Clement was called by King Herry the 8th 
his Champion; by the Prote&or 11 Edward the 6h's 
time, his Souldier ; by Queen Mary, her Seaman; and 
by Qucen Elizgbetþ/her Father; And whatnecd of 
more ? This 
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This minds me of the Father of our deceaſed Lord, 


who was a Kt. and Baronet, whoſe Fame borh at 


Home and Abroad was as great as his Original, and 


who It inchePlacc hc hyed jn, afreſh Memory of 
his great Parts, and Abilitics,and laſting Monuments 
of his Travek and Foreign Acquaintance. His Mo- 
ther was: the Lady. Catherine Bertue, Daughter to che 
late Loyal, Valiant, and thrice Noble Earl lſey, 


an Aſlertor of Majeſty and. of.rhe Rehgion inthe 


Church of Eaclerd 
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whoſe Veins were. filled +n ſucceffion of many Ages 
with Heroxck and-Genergus Blood. Theglorious De- 
ſerts of Honourable Parents are no fmall Patrimony, 
and ought tobe had inReverence and Eſteem.

When 
Men in great Place: began to wmte after the Copy of 
Forty One; when Accuſations weremnvited;Calumny 
rewarded, nay, managed with great Art and Power, 
Then was this Noble Peer threatned with an Im- 
peachment, Articles,” as the Common Vogue went, 
were ready; and ſuch was the ' height of Malice, 
that his Friends were to be made, yea, forced to be 
Witneſſes againſt him.

is the beſt way to.ſecure the Peoples Liberties, nay Lives. 
Bur then, ſuch is the blind Zeal of -Malice; He muſt 
be impeach'd for Invading the Kings Prerogative, the 
Honour and Maintenance whereof was dearer to 
him. than us Life.Nay themſelves had juſt before, 
 made,þis advancing it too High, his Crime. Their own 
Surmuſes were the Bills of Accufation ; but the Splen- 
dor of his Integrity to the King and Governmear, 
ſoon diſperſed all theſe.Clouds, and fer him in a high- 
cr Sphear, as we ſhall hear preſently. ./ 

I have read that Hippals the Pythagorean; being 
asked after his Advance, what he had done, made 
Anſwer, I have done nothing yet, for no man envies me, 
They that do.Great things, as this our Lord did, can- 
not eſcape the Tongues and Tecth of Envy ; bur if 
Envy be the Accuter, there is no defence for Inno- 
cence; if Calumnics mult paſs for Evidence, the 
braveſt Heroes, the beſt Men in the World, ſhall al- 
ways be the moſt reproached Perſons. 

Well ! in deſpight of all they ſaid, and of all they 
did, this Magnanimous Heroe remain'd frm in his 
Worth, unblemiſhed. in his Honour, and, what: I 
muſt ſpeak to as my third General, unſhaken, and 
therefore Great in is Loyalty.

Hands, his own Vicegerency, and made him Lord.

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Lieutenant in this County of NrfeIk: In the Condut 
whereof his unuſual Diligence, and unexpe-tcd Zeal

And now though his beſt Attions had an ill Name, 
and an 1ll Senſe pur upon them by others, yet his Ma- 
jelty, who ſees as an Angel of God, made better Con- 
{tructions of them, and'as a further Teſtimony of 
his Royal Favour, gave him another'Title yet more 
Honourable, and made him Earl of Yarmouth, and fo 
reſtored him to that Fame and Reputation in which 
his farlt Procedures had inveſted im. 

And becauſe both the Daughters of Enzy have 
blown upon it, I will be his Afertor, That great was 
his Love co the Ancicnt, Loyal,ani Honourable Cor- 
poraticn of Norwich, becauſe the Members of that 
Body (generally ſpeaking) loved che King. 

This one Qual:fication was enough to Entitle an 
Enemy to his Love: But I am ſure they found him 
their Friend, and mauger the blaſts of Calumny, the 
New Charter ſhall remain a Token of it.

And he commended the Care of 
the City with bis [aft Breath to all his belt Friends,

ons of the Juſt may be hadin Everlaſting Remem- 
brance: , Therefore the Mouths of $/anderers ſtopr, 
the Memory of our Lord ſhall be Embalmed in Ho- 
nour; Andfal am methodically almoſt at unawares 
brought to my laſt General, -his Piety. 
.. Hewasgreatin the Favour of God, great was he in 
his Piety : Such was his Prety, that he always, whatſoc- 
ver Buſineſs happened,opened and ſhut the Day with 
the ſame Key of Prayer 1n private unto God, and {el- 
dom miſt, whatever Company he had,-Publick Ser- 
vice in his Chappcl, where, without regard to his Eaſe 
of Body, or greatneſsof Quality, I never ſaw him o- 
therwie than -Kneeling at Prayers, and Standing at 
Hymns, well knowing; - that the firſt reſembles ous 
Fall with Adam, and muſt be humble; the other puts 
us in mind of our Rife with Chriſt, and ſo muſt be a 
Poſtureof Praiſeand Thankfulneſs. 
And what, in this-profane Age, wherein Men ge- 
nerally neglect it, orif not, only take 1t to qualific 
themfclves for ſome Place or Preterment, WB 
be believed, yer can be proyed by many Witnefſles, 
What great ſtrictnefs he did uſe, what holy Prepara- 
-tion he did make when Sacrament days came;(and to 
him they never came too often:)Healways ſequeltred 
himſelf from all Buſineſs and Company a day betore 
at the. leaſt : And:theſe were his own words, That he 


feared that Aft of Parliament which deſigned ſo much good,

Infirmicies, he was no Angel; yet let not that Cufto- 
mary 511. contracted 1n his younger time, of Swear- 
ing, be his Reproach, for he hath often bewailed it, 
and with abundance of Tears in his Sickneſs about 
four years fince lamented jc 1n himſelf, and ever fines 
atterly abhorred 1t 1n all. orhers : I have feen him 
ſhake his Head,fic Uncaſic,and at laſt withdraw, when 
he hathheard ſome Young men extravas watly imbel- 
lh, or rather imboſs their Diſcourſe like a Face with 
Carbunkles, withywicked and unprofitable Oats. He 
did it more than once, when laſt amoagt us. H- had 
his Failings, and indeed were it not for ſome Grains 
of allowance given, in what Pieces could there be 
weight? in. too Morality, ſurely ; but they arc 
unpure Fics that feed upon other Mens Sores; , and 
they have too much Corruprion 1n themſelves, that 
love to hear of the Corruption of others. 

His Faults, Frailties, Sins and Infirmities, fo much 
by him bewaikd, and through his True Repentance 
buried 1n the Grave of Chriſt, in whom was. fas 
Strength and Hepe, his Faith and Salvation, I doubr 
not but your Chriſtian Charity will think fax to bury 
with him in a deeper Grave, the Grave of Oblivion, 
whilit his Vertzes ſhall live and flouriſh, and find a per- 
petual Monument in every one of your Hearts.

Has Death was ſuch as Azgyſtus ufed to with for 
himfelt, an Ezthanaſia, a Civil, Eafie, and Well- 
Natur'd Death. Thus was he taken from our Eyes, 
in the ſame manner the Fewsfay Moſes was, by a Kiſs 
of Gods Mouth ; A Death indeed, but Gentle and Sec- 
rence, without Trouble and Amazement, withou: 
Impatience and Temptation: And in the very Point 
ot Death, he ſeemed to taſte of the Sweet of Eter- 
nal Peace, that Happy Reſt of rhe Life Above, where 
he fits among them, That are about the Throne, clothed.
